[t is favorable for the growing of 
winter—cover crops, such as oats, 
rye, vetch, clover, etc., all of 
which furnish excellent pasture 
for stock, which would greatly re- 
duce the cost of wintering. 

The average mean annual pre- 
cipation is about 51 inches, with 
a summer mean of 162; so that 
the .greatest rainfall occurs in 
showers during the growing sea- 
son, when it is mostneeded. ‘The 
iall mean is the lowest, which is 
especially favorable for harvest- 
ing cotton. The raiufall is ade- 
quate forall crops grown in the 
area, if proper attention be given 
to the tillage of the soil to con- 
serve its moisture. To prevent 
washing and gullying during the 
winter season, when the precipa- 
tion is usually heavy, terracing 
should be more generally followed. 
The growing of winter-cover crops 
would also retard erosion and 
when turned under as green .wa- 
nure id the spring would increase

CHOLERA SITUATION. 
Six Persons Have Died and Fifteen Are | 
Detained at Swinburne Island. 

With six dead to date and fifteen 
others in the detention hospital on 
Swinburne island suffering with the 
dread disease, the cholera situation in 
New York loomed up so large as to | 
cause grave anxiety to the immigra- | 
tion officials. Four additional pa- 
tients are in the Swinburne island 
hospital, having been transferred from 
Hoffman island when they developed 
cholera symptoms, 

Dr. Alva H. Doty, health officer of 
the port of New York, in a statement 
concerning the gravity of the situa- 
tion, declared that one of the greatest 
dangers from cholera—and one which 
it is practically impossible to guard 
against—comes from he frequency of 
what are known as “cholera carriers.” | 

“These people,” he said, “carry the | 
organism of the disease in the intes- 
tinal tract, and may develop it at any 
time or may transmit the disease to 
others without ever presenting symp- 
toms of cholera in themselves, This 
is a condition we have just lehrend of, | 
and we now know that it is a most 
common cause for the transmission of 
the disease which apparently in no' 
rrevious years has occurred.”

21 MEN KILLED iN 
MINE DISASTER 


Another Pennsylvania Mine Hor- 
ror Reported, 


OCCURED IN GASCADE MINE 


Three Sets of Brothers Numbered 
Among the Dead and Father and 
Son Also Among the Victims—-Dead. 
ly Fire Damp. 


Twenty-one miners were killed in 
an explosion in the sheft of the Cas- 
cade Coal and Coke company’s mine 
at Sykesville, nine miles from Dubois, 
Pa, The explosion occurred at 9:30 
o'clock, but it was affer midnight be- 
fore the cxient cf the disaster was 
known. #A!. cf ‘he dead but three are 

ej Pe wed by: explosion was slight 
as evidenced by the small damage done 
the mine, but the deadly afterdamp is 
responsible for most of the deaths. 

Three sets of brothers and father 
and son are numbered among the 
dead. George and John Heck; Nick 
Paelock and his 14-year-old son, were 
found by the rescuers locked in each 
other’s arms, as though they had em- 
braced each other in their dying mo 
ments. None of the bodies was muti- 
lated and few showed any burns, 
Eleven of the men apparnetly had 
made ready to escape for they carried 
their diner pails and were headed for 
the opening. 

The first intimation of the explosion 
at the surface was when the safety 
door on the fan blew open and the 
machinery began to run wild. It was 
surmised there was trouble below, but 
it was almost midnight when rescuera 
could enter the mine. It took some 
time to get to the scene of the acci- 
dent a mile and half from the opens 
ing, because the rescuers were oblig- 
ed to carry oxygen with them.
